Public schools are fighting the
dreary "silences of print" Hence
a new interest in dramatic inter-

pretations and in story telling, to

overcome what one educator terms
the "flight of literary bookish

ness.
What Washington is doins to

vitalize its English course is de-

scribed by Supt. E. L. Thurston.
English as a tool, rather than as

an accomplishment, and grammar

as a means, rather than as an end
in itself, are two of the points

about which Mr. Thurston is in-

sistent. Likewise literature, he as-

serts, should be imparted to the
pupil as an interpretation of the
vital, pulsing life about him, and
not as a thing apart.

Recall the days when you plodded

through v eighty volumes of dry aa
inst "classics." when you struggled

mightily with the subtleties and nice-
ties of Murray's grammar, when you
went to sleep over "collateral read-
ing. when you looked upon gradua-
tion day as a blessed relief from the
tvranny of books and a return to
life. Then listen to Superintendent
Thurston's outline of English aa it
iow is being taught, and wish you
were young again!

"With Perclval Chubb, most of us
aie crying for deliverance from the
'. lences of print,' " he said. "Llt-iratu- re

is bein; enlivened more and
more by dramatization. Literature
also is being taught as an interpre-
tation of life."

To teach a pupil to express himself
orally, before he is put to writing
Ills thought; to teach simple, fluent
.ind pleasing expression in writing
before the cumbersome machinery of
Krammar is revealed; to dwell at
l'rst on the paragraph, as the
thought unit, rather than on lengthy
cs&ays and "composlt.ons," to write
about things known rather than on
abstract themes; these are a few of
the factors which tend to vitalize
English courses.

English Taught as Tool.
Speaking before the English Teach-

ers' Journal Club recently, Mr.
Thurston touched upon some of these
points. Today he amplified ih.em.
Many of these tendencies, he said,
already have found a place in the
curriculum of Washington schools.

"There has come about a general
recognition of the universal use of
English," he explained. "It is the
one study that must run from the
top to the bottom of our educational
tystem. It is related to all other
studies, for, unless a pupil can ex-
press what he knows the teacher
has no gauge of his knowledge n
any branch. It is a tool in school
as well as in life, and as such the
pupil must early learn to handle It
deftly."

Emphasis now is laid on oral Eng-
lish because such a sequence follows
thf normal development of a child.
He learns to talk lonjj before he is
taught to read. Likewise educators
now believe the ability to talk clear-
ly and fluently is the best prepara-
tion for succinct and logical writing.
Therefore, story-tellin- g and general
narratUc work is encouraged In
schools

It is strange that in grammar,
one of the most elemental and need-f- il

studies, there should be the
widest variety of opinions," Mr.
Thurston said. "The teaching of
this subject is one of the moot
problems of the day. One group
Mould develop a strong technical
knowledge of grammar in the grades.
Another group would teach only es-ntl-

of grammar at first, and de-l- ux

txtended consideration of tho
.jbJHt until the eighth grade. Our
Washington schools tend toward tho
latter plan. Our teachers encourage
a use of simple and correct English,

r d encourage expression. Later
tin technical points of grammar
i a be taught, and may bo better
understood for this other training.

Oral Expression First.

grammarians, but to turn out pupils
a'lo to express themselves orally, or
on uaoer.

all other methods of interpreting
thought through action."

A tentative course In English, em-
bodying practically all these prin-
ciples, now Is effective In the public
schools of Washington. It was out-
lined bv a committee of more than a
score of Washington educators and
approved by superintendent Thurs-
ton.

The general aim of tho course, as
described In a foreword, "should bo
to create the habit of correct use of
English in speaking and in writing
by making the pupils alert, by cul-
tivating tho child ear so that it shall
be sensitive to mistakes, bv stress-
ing the importance of correct Eng-
lish in social life, and by emphasiz-
ing Its market value in the business
world."

Story Telling Emphasized.
Suggestions along the lines indi-

cated by Superintendent Thurston
are contained in explanatory notes
throughout the description of this
course printed in a volume of 144
pages.

Story telling is emphasized through-
out the English courses. "This tell-
ing and reading of stories," teachers
are informed, "should npt end with
primary grades, but should form an
Important feature of the work of the
Intermediate classes. It is a well es-

tablished fact that a child's power to
gain thought from the printed page
does not keep pace with his ability
to appreciate the charm of a story
well told, or read to him. Thus, if
thrown entirely upon his own re-
sources he loses much of that
which should be his literary heri-
tage."

The importance of English as a
tool also Is brought out in the explan-
atory" notes... "The teacher must in-
sect that the tool shall bo sharpened
and ready for use not only in the
English period, but when dealing
with all other subjects and activities
In the day's program," according to
ono instructor. "Hence, in the
grade school curriculum English ex-
pression should be taught not as a
thing apart, but as a part of all
things."

Difference in Density
Of Chesapeake Waters

There is great difference in density
of the waters of Chesapeake bay in
different strata, and the bay waters
are as a rule lighter than the waters
of the Atlantic, according to a report
to the Navy Department from Lieut
Clarence N. Hlnkamp, detailing the
submarine maneuvers recently held
under his direction.

In a submarine run from Cherry
Stono light to the Atlantic, 2,000
pounds of ballast had to be gradually
added to keep the boat from rising,
because of increasing density of
water.

On the other hand, off Annapolis, It
was found that the water was dense
or heavy, and that more than the or-
dinary ballast was needed to carry
the boat to the bottom.

McCormick
has been warden four months.

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4 STATE CAMPAIGNS

ATTRACT ATTENTION

New York Election Uncertain;
Penrose Strong; Ohio and
Illinois Close.

Among the States whoso compaigns
aro attracting especial notice as tho
dato for elect on draws near are New
York, Pennsylvania, Illinois and Ohio.

Extreme uncertainty characterizes tho
N'cw York situation. So many different
currents are affecting tho political tido
that many of the leaders say frankly
they do not know what will bo tho out-
come. With respect to the contest be-
tween District Attorney Whitman and
Governor Glynn over the governorship.
It Is even money in Wall street but the
latest advices are that Whitman has a
shade the better of it. In tho contest
oer the Senatorshlp between Ambasso-do- r

Gerard and James W. Wadsworth,
jr. tho betting favors Judge Gerard.
Tho odds aro as high as threo to one,
but this is based on supposed sentiment
in the city and takes little account of
the sentiment up-Stat- e, which may
prove a surprise.

Tho Pennsylvania situation has at-
tracted wide notice because of tho ef-
forts to down Senator Penrose. His
opponents aro Congressman A. Mitchell
Palmer, who was forced Into tho con-
test againBt his will by the White
House, and Gifford Plnchot, who is
running on the Bull Mooso ticket. Indi-
cations are that Penrose will win a sub-
stantial victory. Palmer will not get
tho united Democratic support andmany believe, s'nee Colonel Roosevelt's
stirring tour of the State recently, that
the real contest Is between Penrose and
Plnchot

The Illinois situation Is commanding
wide notice because the Democratic can-
didate for the Senate Is Roger C. Sulli-
van, boss of the long-denounc- ed Sullivan
political machine in the State. Sullivan
is opposed by Senator Sherman, Repub-
lican, and Raymond Robins, Bull Moose.
It Is a hot and doubtful contest, but the
chances seem to favor Sullivan. The
Wilson Administration is supporting
him, though progressive Democrats like
Senator Owen have refused to stomach
Sullivan and have come out for Robins.
Postmaster General Burleson went into
the State to appeal to the voters to
support Sullivan. The old Lorimer con-
tingent in the Republican party is
friendly to Sullivan. Senator Borah of
Idaho, who has been speaking in Illinois,
predicts Sherman win win.

In Ohio, the situation is complicated by
a close "wet and dry" contest. This con-
test Is over a proposed prohibition
amendment. The indications are the
State will remain wet, though the light
is admittedly one that is different to
judge. In the fight between Governor
Cox and Congressman Willis, the Dem-
ocratic and Republican nominees for
governor, the outcome is in doubt. It is
a neck-and-ne- ck race. Dnough votes
may got to aGrfleld, the Bull Moose
candidate to elect Cox, but straw votes
give Willis a shade the best of it. For
the senatorshlp. the Indications point to
election of aHrding, Republican, over
Hogan, Democrat.

Thirty Churches Plan '
Evangelical Campaign

ALBANY, Nov. 1. To discover the
religious tendencies of the people and
stimulate interest In religion more than
thirty Protestant churches tonight
w ill inaugurate here a series of evangel-
ical services, covering two weeks. The
tervices. which will be in the form of

ed rivival ceremonies, will be
held simultaneously in six different
churches, located in various parts of
the city.
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Having made marked pi ogress with
the adjustment of foreign exchange
problems, and found markets abroad for
large quantities of supplies necessary
to the warring nations, thus improving
the balance of trade situation, the Uni-

ted states through its individaul bank-i- n;

institutions Is preparing to furnish
financial aid for the involved European
governments.

France already has secured a $10,000,000

loan from one of the largest banks of
New York, and reports are current that
both Russia and Germany are in tho
American market for financial assis-
tance.

The loan made to Franco, however,
will not entail the shipment of gold
across the Atlantic. Tho loan was mado
with tho understanding that the money
was to bo placed to the credit of tho
French government, to bo drawn upon
for tho supplies and munitions of war
which the French will purchase in the
United States. Tho money will be pro-
vided by the Now York bank for 6 per
cent French treasury notes running for
nine months.

At the very outbreak of the great Eu-
ropean war one of the largest banking
houses of the country was approached
by a foreign government and asked to
make a heavy loan. The head of the
house was unwilling to act wfthout tho
permission of the Government, intima-
tions having come from this city that
such action would be discountenanced
by the Administration.

Attitude Changed.
Recently, however, the Administration

is said to have changed its attitude on
that question. The State Department is
now said to have taken the stand that
American bankers, collectively or indi-
vidually, are free to make loans to the
European nations. It has been made
clear nevertheless that where such
transactions aro submitted to the Presi
dent they would not receive his favor,
but where the transactions were carried
on without being brought to his atten-
tion, he would not tako cognizance of
them.

The French treasury notes will not be
offered publicly to investors, and this
fact is said to have overcome certain
government objections.

The making of the French loan is not
diverting any of the public's attention
from the placing of rorc'gn orders in
the American markets. New England
shoe manufacturers are said to have
already booked orders for more than
2,200,000 pairs of shoes for the European
belligerents. This stimulus to the shoe
industry has naturally caused a great
booming tho leather business. Ono
plant which annually did a business of
$12,000,000, but which just prior to tho
outbreak of hostilities was running at
less than 40 pi?r cent of its capacity, is
now running at 125 per cent capacity,
maintaining day and night shifts.

From St. Louis reports have been cir-
culated during the past few days of
efforts on the part of British, French,
and Russian agents to secure 20,000 more
horses. Prices for the mounts are said
to have reached ?27ft per head. The
French agents arc also said to have
purchased during the week more than
100.000 barrels of flour in that cit.
